Rules Education 
Is Right Which 
Must Be Equal 


Court Delays 
Enforcement Until 
Further Arguments 


WASHINGTON lf* The Supreme 
Court outlawed racial barriers in 
education today with a unanimous 
and historic ruling that segregation 
in public schools is unconstitutional. 
Chief 
Justice 
Earl 
Warren, 
speaking for all nine justices, said 
the opportune for an education 
“ is a right which must lie made 
evadable lo all on equal terms “ 
And this cannot be done under 
the obi rule of permitting “ sepa­ 
rate but equal” public school fa­ 
cilities for Negroes and whites. 
The momentous decision came in 
a 12 page* opinion which w ill rank 
in sociological 
significance with 
Abraham Lincoln's 
emancipation 
proclamation 
which 
freed 
the 
slaves 
The tribunal, however, did not 
rush into immediate enforcement 
of its decision 
Acknowledging 
the tremendous 
ramifications 
of 
its ruling, 
the 
court delayed formulation of spe­ 
cific decrees until it hears further 
arguments next fall. 
Expect Year for Final Order 
The court said it will consider 
at that time whether Negro chil­ 
dren should be* admitted forthwith 
I to schools of their choice or wheth­ 
er the court has authority to “ per­ 
mit an effective gradual adjust­ 
ment.” 
The tribunal also will want to 
know whether it should formulate 
the decrees 
on how the* states 
should conform with the ruling, or 
whether it should send the cases
